NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
Eight theological students who re- 
fused to register for the draft were 
sentenced in United States District 
Court today to serve a year and a 
day in a Federal prison to be des- 
ignated by the Attorney-General. 

The students were “conscientious 
objectors” from the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary. When they were 
indicted Oct. 21 for refusing to 
register in compliance with the 


Selective Training and Service Act 
they pleaded guilty. 

The Court accepted United States 
District Attorney John T. Cahill’s 
recommendation for sentence, 
while noting that the maximum 


term possible was five years’ im- 


prisonment and a $10,000 fine. 


Clemency Conditions. 

United States District Judge 
Samue] Mandelbaum said that if 
at any time within the period im- 
posed the defendants decided to 
comply with the act, the Court, 
would be “only too happy” to mod- 
erate the sentences. 

He added that he did not believe 
the United States Attorney would 
object if he gave each of the men 
the opportunity to register “at this 
last minute” before sentences were 
imposed. 

“I should be most happy,” said 
Cahill. 

The roll of students was then 
called. Each repeated his refusal. 

The offense of refusing to regis- 
ter is a felony under Federa) law, 
and conviction or a guilty plea bars 
a defendant from voting or holding 
public office in almost every state. 

The students will be entitled to 

k for parole after serving one- 

i of their terms. 

Kenneth Walzer, counsel for the 
students, said “their consciences 
hold them to the teachings of the 
Great Master. 

“They believe those teachings to 
mean what they say,” he went on, 
“and they find in them instructions 
to have nothing to do with that 
mass killing which is called war. 

In the brief proceedings, the 
hame of Jesus was uttered rever- 
ntly again and again by Walzer 
and the students.

SHORTAGE OF FOOD 
AFTER CIVIL WAR 


Meat Can Be Had in Ma- 
drid Only From Boot- 
leggers—Nation May Be 


Worse Off Than France. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
A Spanish request to the United 
States for a loan of $100,000,000 
was reported today in informed 
diplomatic quarters, 

No decision on the request has 
been reached, it was stated, and 
ultimate action is expected to await 
pending events in the European 
war and clarification of Spain’s 
position in the conflict. 

Some administration officials, it 


was understood, look askance at 
the Spanish request in view of the 
bitter attacks made in the Govern- 
ment-controlled Spanish press 
against the United States, particu- 
larly in regard to this country’s 
relations with other American re- 
publics, and the Philippines, once 
a Spanish colony. 


Effect of Long Civil War. 


The loan is desired by Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco’s Government, it was 
said, to feed and rehabilitate an 
impoverished Spain, which has 
been unable to achieve recovery 
from its long civil war. 

American officials had no com- 
ment on the Spanish Government’s 
reported request. 

Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, without mentioning the 
loan question, disclosed, however, 
that ways and means of assisting 
Spain were under consideration by 
American officials. 

None of the proposed plans to 
aid Spain has crystallized, Welles 
said, and no final decision has 
been made. He added that Spain’s 
economic problems appeared to be 
a question for the American Red 
Cross. 


Government Controls Food. 


The Spanish Government has ac- 
knowledged Spain’s serious food 
shortage by assuming government- 
al control over production, sales 
and exports, and by strictly ra- 
tioning basic foodstuffs. 

Even under severe rationing, 
there is a serious shortage in many 
daily necessaries. When an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter passed 
through Spain recently, he found 
supplies of many foodstuffs ex- 
hausted, many other articles ex- 
tremely scarce, and all prices ex- 
cessive. 

No meat was on sale in Madrid, 
and it was said that foreigners and 
wealthy Spaniards, able to afford 
the luxury, got meat only by pur- 
chases from bootleggers who smug- 
gled in small supplies. Potatoes, 
eggs and chickens also were boot- 
legged. 

All travelers through Spain report 
men, women and children begging 
for food in every city. 

From the reporter’s observations 
it appeared that Spain’s condition 
Was even more serious than that 
of France, which observers agree 
faces a winter of extreme priva- 
tion, if not actual starvation, 


Military Adventure Perilous. 


Press dispatches, permitted to 
pass the Madrid censor, report that 
Spain’s economic and food supply 
condition is so serious any military 
adventure might be disastrous. 

Even if Spain should permit 
transit of German troops to attack 
British Gibraltar, observers believe 
the Germans would have to carry 
their own food and supplies, for it 
would be impossible to live off the 
country as Nazi forces did in Po- 
land, France and other invaded 
countries, 

Spain’s flirtations with the Axis 
Powers, some believe, continue 
chiefly because some Spanish offi- 
cials consider the only quick rem- 
edy for Spain’s plight is a success- 
ful invasion of France’s African 
colonies with their supplies of food- 
stuffs and raw materials.

LEither it 
was gliding or moving at a height 
beyond hearing. 

Big Fight Over Dover. 

Twenty rBitish Spitfire fighters 
“utterly routed” 40 Junkers-87 dive 
bombers which attempted to attack 
Dover harbor, the Air Ministry 
declared. It added that 15 Junk- 
ers were destroyed, 13 by one squad- 
ron of 12 Spitfires. 

In all, 19 German planes were 
said to have been shot down today 
and two British fighters lost with 
the p ilots of both safe. 

Two light formations of Nazi 
planes had tried to attack Lon- 
don earlier today, but the British 
said they were repelled by defense 
fighters before they could reach 
the capital proper. 

Skies Over London Cleared. 

A few planes which reached the 
edge of the London area headed 
around without dropping bombs. 

The Royal Air Force reported it 
cleared the skies in less than half 
an hour. 

The two formations tried what 
appeared to be a pincer movement, 
attacking from two directions. The 
first wave of about a dozen bomb- 
ers, escorted by three high-flying 
fighters, crossed the Kent coast and 
headed for the capital at the same 
time as another wave of about 20 
planes approached from the mouth 
of the Thames. 

Some raiders also were reported 
in the vicinity of the northeast 
coast during the morning. 

Sirens wailed in London shortly 
before noon and Axis raiders were 
reported over several midlands 
towns. The “raiders passed” sig- 
nal sounded quickly in the capital. 

British heavy guns along the 
southeast coast opened a heavy 
bombardment of German gun posi- 
tions on. the French coast late this 
afterr.oon. 

Weather in the Strait of Dover 
moderated after last night’s gale, 
one of the worst of the year, which 
hampered the activity of night 
raiders. Only a few planes were re- 
ported over London before an all- 
clear ended the night attack. 

“Bombs were dropped in one dis-

Big Explosions and Fires at

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—From 
hard-hit Taranto, at the tip of 
Italy to Berlin, Royal Air Force 
bombers struck last night, press- 
ing home the offensive which the 
British say has crippled half of 
Premier Mussolini’s battleships and 
given the empire’s combined sea- 
air power prestige throughout the 
world. 

At Taranto, where three battle- 
ships and four other war vessels 
of Italy’s battlefleet were reported 
crippled by naval torpedo planes 
flying in from aircraft carriers 
Monday night, planes of the R. A. 
F. bomber command followed up. 
The Ministry of Information said 
that they successfully attacked 
both harbor and docks, and that 
all returned to their base (per- 
haps Malta or Crete). 

Seven big fires were raging while 
explosion after explosion rent the 
air when the British bombers left 
Taranto, the Air Ministry’s news 
service said. One plane had been 
on its return course 15 minutes— 
perhaps 50 miles away—when the 
crew saw “the whole town of Ta- 
ranto lighted up by an immense 
flash from an exceptionally big ex- 
plosion,” the service reported. It 
said naval oil tanks and destroyer 
docks were hit, one stick of bombs 
falling along a wall of docks next 
to some destroyers. 

Attack on Berlin Rail Station. 

In Berlin, the Air Ministry 
said, the raiders bombed a ,rail- 
way station, freight yards and oth- 
er objectives in the center of the 
city. 

The attacks on the German cap- 
ital were carried out during “wide- 
spread operations” over Germany 
in the face of “extremely adverse 
weather,” a communique reported. 

Among the targets listed as 
bombed were the Schlesischer Rail- 
way station and the Grunewald 
freight yards. Bombs started a 
“number of fires,” the Ministry 
said. 

An electrical power station at 
Cologne, inland docks at Duisburg- 
Ruhrort, industrial targets at Dort- 
mund and Dusseldorf and a bat- 
tery of coke ovens at Lintfort also 
were said to have been attacked 
and “bursts were observed on all 
these targets.” 

Nazi Airdromes Bombed. 

Other objectives, the Ministry’s 
communique said, were oil plants 
at Gelsenkirchen, Hanover’ and 
Leuna, airdromes at Haamstede, 
Kreuzbruck and Lubeck and a 
seaplane base at Norderney. Docks 
at Calais and Wilhelmshaven also 
were reported to have been bombed. 

The British said they lost two 
planes in the night operations. 

Something of the nature of the 
Monday night raid on Taranto was 
disclosed last night by First Lord 
of the Admiralty A. V. Alexander 
when he paid tribute to the forces 
involved—including the captains of 
the aircraft carriers Eagle and 
Illustrious. That meant that planes 
from at least three British aircraft 
carriers now are operating against 
Southern Italy. The Ark Royal 
has been named in accounts of the 
bombing of other objectives.

ATHENS, Nov. 14 (AP).—A force 
of some 20,000 of Italy’s finest 
mountaineer troops, who marched 
gaily into Greece on -Oct. 28 was 
cut to pieces and routed by 2000 
Greeks in an eight-day battle 
which began on the 30th, a wound- 
ed Greek captain declared today. 

The captain, 37-year-old Panos 
Kyriakou, propped up in a hospital 
bed to tell his story, said his men 
struggled 54 miles through the Pin- 
dus Mountains in a continual down- 
pour of rain for two days to make 
contact with the invaders. 

The Italians were caught flat- 
footed, he said, and from that mo- 
ment the story was one of deadly 
Greek bayonet charges up craggy 
slopes, of close-quarter combats 
with rifles and machine guns in ra- 
vines and passes, and of a pan- 
icky Italian retreat. 

On Nov. 6 Greek reinforcements 
took over the job and the weary 
2000 got a rest. 

Officer’s Story of Fighting. 

Here is Capt. Kyriakou’s account 
of the battle: 

“The encounter took place on Oct. 
30, in the early morning on Mount 
Goumari, a peak 5900 feet . high, 
west’ of Mount Smolika and six 
kilometers (about 3% miles) north- 
east of the town of Samarinia. 

“The Italian forces consistea of 
the Third Alpini Division, two bat- 
talions of Bersaglieri, two  bat- 
talions of grenadiers, and two in- 
dependent companies, supported by 
mountain artillery, 19 howitzers, 12 
machine guns to each battalion, au- 
tomatic rifles and a multitude of 
other equipment of all descriptions.

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‘Anti-Social’ England Waging War 
On ‘Socialistic’ Reich, Hitler Says 


BERLIN, Nov. 14 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler, addressing munitions work- 
ers and army labor groups today, 
declared it was “a plutocratic, cap- 
italistic England” dominated by 
“anti-social tendencies” that was 
waging war against “the German 
socialistic state.” 

“This struggle is being carried 
on, not only by German soldiers, 
who are the best in the world,” said 
Hitler, “but also by many millions 
of workers in German factories and 
armament plants.” 

The Fuehrer said the workers 
had given the soldiers the best 
weapons. in the world, contributing 
to the German success so that 
“sacrifice could be held to the min- 
imum.” 

He added that the modern Ger- 


man state was “established on the 


firmest and strongest foundation 
possible.” 

Hitler said that with its ex- 
panded production and Labor 
Front, Germany “will carry through 
the fight and, after victory, the 
German socialistic state will be 
built as a model for the world.” 

“This mighty peacetime work is 
Germany's biggest duty after vic- 
tory,” he said. 

Hitler praised the workers for 
erection of the West Wall fortifi- 
cations, for delivery of unlimited 
munitions supplies and for “sup- 
plying 10 new ones for each dis- 
able machine-gun and each expend- 
ed shell.”

In other words, no 
further slice will be taken out of 
Finland nor will the Dardanelles 
be taken from Turkey, provided 
Turkey behaves in a manner not 
inimical to the Axis and Russia. 

3. Turkey must make up its mind 
definitely and finally ag to its place 
in the future scheme of things. 
Germany, Italy and Russia all feel 
confident that Turkey will, in due 
time, seek an anschluss with the 
totalitarian Powers. 

If any further argument is need- 
ed to convince Turkey where its

The flyers said their projectiles 
were launched almost point blank 
against the warships; that the Ital- 
ians were caught completely by 
surprise, with most of the crews 
apparently ashore. Anti-aircraft 
resistance was described as “feeble.” 

The entire harbor was likened 
to a great sheet of flame. Some 
of the bombs fell on the suspension 
bridge linking the upper and lower 
basins, and it made a fiery arch 
over the blazing docks.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
A Martinique announcement that 
“good relations” had been consoli- 
dated with the United States and 
the simultaneous word here that 
some French credits had been “un- 
frozen” for the island colony’s bene- 
fit were interpreted today as signs 
of lessening tension in the Carri- 
bean. 


There has been speculation over 
the future of the French colony 
ever since the defeat of France. It 
has mounted in recent weeks with 
American naval forces maneuvering 
in the vicinity of the island and 
other fleet units operating near the 
recently-acquired base site at Brit- 
ish St. Lucia, less than 25 miles 
away. 


First Word at Martinique. 


The successful negotiations for 
the establishment of friendly con- 
tacts between smerican authorities 
in Martinique and the Colonial Gov- 
ernment were announced last night 
at Fort de France, the island’s cap- 
ital, and informally confirmed here. 
A State Department official said 
the understanding would make pos- 
sible a solution of any problems 
which have arisen. 

After the understanding was dis- 
closed, authoritative reports here 
said that some of the “frozen” 
French credits would be released 
to enable Martinique to purchase 
needed supplies. 

Rear Admiral John W. Green- 
slade, senior member of the board 
surveying sites for naval bases 
made available by Great Britain in 
exchange for American destroyers, 
conducted the negotiations at Mar- 
tinique. 

The amount of French credits 
made available was not disclosed, 
but it was indicated that the full 
amount sought by the colony had 
been released. The funds were need- 
ed to buy flour, gasoline and other 
commodities, 


Reassuring Population. 


Martinique’s satisfaction with 
the negotiations was expressed in a 
communique issued there. It was 
viewed here as being aimed pri- 
marily at reassuring the Martinique 
population regarding the presence 
of nearby United States warships. 
The French aircraft carrier 
Bearn has been at Martinique ever 
since it put in there with a cargo 
of more than 100 American war- 
planes after an attémpt to rush 
them to France was interrupted by 
that republic’s collapse last June. 
A cruiser and some smaller naval 
craft also have dropped anchor 
there. 


British Warships Withdraw From 
French West Indies Patrol.

8 BRITISH SHIPS

5 Merchantmen Totaling 
28,840 Tons Credited to 
Submarine — Munitions 
Vessel Reported Hit. 


PERLIN, Nov. 14 (AP).—De- 
struction of eight British merchant 
ships. five of them by one subma- 
rine and the rest by bombing 
planes, was reported today by the 
high command. Severe damage to 


another vessel was reported.

BiG U-BOATS REPORTED 
T0 HAVE 20 TORPEDOES 


New Nazi Submarines Said to 
Raid on Surface at 
Night. 


LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—Neu- 
tral naval quarters said today that 
huge German submarines, carrying 
20 torpedoes and operating partly 
as surface craft, constituted the 
newest menace to British shipping 
—‘‘a menace more dangerous than 
any pocket battleship.” 

In size these U-boats are outdone 
only by the French submarine Sur- 
couf, with its surface displacement 
of 2880 tons. At dusk they turn 
surface raiders when most subma- 
rines are required to idle while 
charging batteries for the next day’s 
submerged activity. — 

The speed and course of convoys 
are determined by conning tower 
listening devices similar to those 
used by anti-aircraft batteries on 
land, it was said. 

The attack is made at an angle 
which gives the torpedo officer a 
target of an almost unbroken line 
of freighters. Firing in salvo, he 
is almost certain to score three hits 
out of each salvo of four torpedoes, 
it was explained. 

After using all its torpedoes, the 
submarine retires, still on the sur- 
face, at a speed of 19 knots, twice 
its top underwater speed.

“With such assistance we have no 
doubt whatever that the Nazi 
threat to the freedom of mankind 
will be decisively defeated.”

DERAILED IN ILLINOIS 


Several Passengers and Cook 
on Nickel Plate Carrier 
Hurt Near Panama. 


Several passengers and a Negro 
dining car cook were injured at 6:23

BOSS TOM LOSES PLE

Court Refuses to Bar Second 
Rate Case Action, Involving 
McCormick, O’Malley. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 14 
(AP).—Tom Pendergast and two as- 
sociates failed today in an effort 
to get a three judge Federal Court 
to drop contempt action against 
them in connection with the Mis- 
souri fire insurance rate scandal. 

The court overruled a motion of 


Missouri Insurance Superintendent, 
and A. L. McCormack, St. Louis 
insurance man, to abate and quash 
an information recommending they 
be cited for contempt. 

The opinion was handed down 
by the same court that has pre- 
sided over the litigation in the in- 
surance case for a number of years. 
It was delivered by Judge Merrill 
E. Otis, with Judges Kimbrough 
Stone and Albert L. Reeves con- 
curring. 

The Court held that it hac juris- 
diction to order the contempt pro- 
ceedings, that no statute of limita- 
tion applies to contempt consisting 
of misbehavior committed in the 
presence of the Court and that the 
misbehavior charged in the infor- 
mation “was committed in the pres- 
ence of the Court, since it was 
caused to take effect in open 
court.” 

Counsel for Pendergast, O’Malley 
and McCormack contended there 
could be no contempt of court un- 
less it was such misbehavior as 
disturbed “the order and decorum 
of the court.”

TERWECK DROPS 
CHARGES, UNTRIED 
~ AFTER 7 YEAR 


No Bank Holdup Prosecu- 
tion of Mack and McCot- 
ter—‘‘Can’t Even Prove 
There Was Robbery.”

Robbery charges against Charles 
M. Mack and Emmett McCotter, 
ex-convicts, growing out of a $2900 
holdup of the First State Bank of 
O’Fallion, Ill., in 1933, were dropped 


today by State’s Attorney Louis P. 
Zerweck at Belleville. 

Once before Zerweck dropped 
charges against Mack and McCot- 
ter, canceling a hold order he had 
placed against them at the Mis- 
souri State penitentiary, before 
their release April 29, 1939. Zer- 
weck said then prosecution on the 
bank-robbery charge would be 
dropped because Richard Wright, 
a witness who had identified them 
as the robbers was missing. The 
Post-Dispatch found Wright work- 
ing at an automobile plant here, 
where he had been employed regu- 
larly for six years. Zerweck then 
reintsated prosecution. 

In dropping the charges today, 
Zerweck said: “We have no case 
now. We couldn’t even prove there 
was a robbery at this time. The 
cashier of the bank was the only 
man there and he has killed him- 
self because of a shortage in his 
accounts.” 

Thomas T. Gordon, cashier of the 
bank, shot himself to death Sept. 
18, 1939. He had informed his fam- 
ily that Mack, whom he had iden- 
tified as one of the two men who 
held him up in the bank, had 
threatened to “get” him. An audit 
of the bank records after Gordon’s 
suicide disclosed a shortage of 
$98,232. The bank had closed two 
months before Gordon’s sucide and 
was in liquidation. . 

Mack and McCotter, who served 
terms in Missouri for robbery, were 
not seen after June 3, 1939, when 
they reported at St. Louis Police 
Headquarters.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (AP). — 
Alfred P. Sloan Jr., chairman of

litical Science last night, Sloan 
asserted the key to national defense

He added: “Output can be in- 
creased 20 per cent by working six 
days-a week in place of five days. 
It seems clear that this should be 
the first step when the slack of 
unemployment has been taken up 
and the increasing speed of indus- 
try has been utilized to the fullest 
practical extent.” 

‘He said the “penalty for over- 
time” should be canceled during 
the emergency to “encourage a 
longer work week.” 

Sloan said he saw inflation as 
the most striking economic danger 
today and warned that it must be 
faced “if we continue on the pres- 
ent road” of “economic fantasies,” 
and that “the defense program 
serves to accelerate its coming.” 

“Probably the wage rate presents 
the greatest danger and the one 
hardest to control,” he continued.

A contribution of $30,785 from 
the Stix, Baer & Fuller Co., mem- 
bers of the firm and employes to 
the United Charities campaign was 
announced today by Samuel D. Co- 
nant, general chairman.

Thus far, employe subscriptions 
are 92 per cent above last year’s 
in the department store. The 
store’s quota for the current cam- 
paign has been exceeded by 50 per 
cent, Conant said, Increases were 
shown in the company’s gift, gifts 
of members of the firm and of 
those executives whose contribu- 
tions were included in the larger 
subscription division. 

At the first report meeting for 
workers in the $2;254,493 charities 
drive yesterday at Hotel Statler, it 
was announced that $335,066 has 
been raised so far. The gifts were 
divided as follows: Larger sub- 
scriptions, $249,500; general divi- 
sion, $42,320, and employes’ division, 
$43,246. 

Conant said: “A total of $54,000 
has been added to the goal. This 
is needed to cover losses sustained 
by agency members of United Char- 
ities whose incomes from endow- 
ments and other sources have been 
reduced by approximately that 
amount. We know definitely of 
losses from prospective subscrip- 
tions this year amounting to about 
$20,000, due to deaths and removals 
from the city of former givers. 

“Another factor is a $41,000 guar- 
antee fund raised last year among 
small groups of loyal citizens in or- 
der that the campaign might final- 
ly reach its goal. Those additional 
subscriptions do not appear on this 
year’s prospect cards, under an 
agreement with the donors that 
their additional gifts would be 
treated as a special contribution. 

“The total of these amounts, 
$115,000, represents the known 
amount we must secure in increases 
and additional subscriptions this 
year if we are to reach our goal.’ 

Howard Baer, vice-chairman, said 
the first 200 subscriptions reported 
by the larger gifts division showed 
substantial increases, but the num- 
ber of pledges so far is fewer than 
in the past.

Mediation Accepted in Vultee Piane 
Plant Strike. 


DOWNEY, Cal., Nov. 14 (AP).— 
Threat of an immediate strike by 
CIO United Automobile Workers 
employed in the Vultee aircraft 
factory—which has military orders 
totaling $41,000,000 on hand — was 
lifted today with acceptance of Fed- 
eral mediation by the union and 
the plant management. 

The controversy involves the 
union’s demand for an increase of 
15 cents an hour in the minimum 
wage bracket to 65 centa an hour. 
Union officers said their right to 
call a strike, authorized by vote of 
most of the 3700 union members 
among the plant’s 5200 workers, 
would not be waived should the 
mediation fail. 

The union originally demanded 
an increase to 75 cents an hour in 
minimum wages, with correspond- 
ing increases in higher brackets. 


U.S, CIVIL SERVICE CODE NOW 
BARS RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 


Provision Written Into Rules on 
* Order of Roosevelt; Reduces 
Probation Period. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
A bar against racial discrimination 
in hiring Federal workers was writ- 
ten into civil service rules for the 
forst time yesterday in an order by 
President Roosevelt. 
The provision amended a section 
of the civil service rules which pro- 
hibits discrimination on political or 
religious grounds. 
The President's order, represent- 
ing the first general revision of 
civil service rules since 1938, was 
issued to bring employment policies 
in line with defense needs. 
It reduced from one year to six 
months the probation period for 
new employes, during which they 
are ineligible for promotion or 
transfer, and gave the Civil Serv- 
ice n authority to enforce 
ia bar against employment of per- 
sons advocating the overthrow of

NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
Henry A. Stix, former persor.al 
auditor for Howard C. Hopson, to- 
day continued his recital of Hop- 
son’s alleged manipulation of a 


the Government contends Hopson 
reaped a huge illegal profit. 

Hopson, former head of the As- 
sociated Gas & Electric Utilities 
System, and Charles M. Travis and 
Garrett A. Brownback, lawyers, 
are on trial charged with conspir- 
acy and using the mails to defraud. 

Under questioning by Hugh A. 
Fulton, special assistant to the 
United States Attorney General, 
Stix testified that.the bonds car- 
ried attractive conversion rights 
and valuable warrants for the pur- 
chase of preferred stock. Hopson, 
through three of his personal com- 
paries, Stix testified, subscribed 
to $33,480,220 worth of bonds, making 
a down payment of 10 per cent and 
defaulting on the remainder of the 
payments. 

Stix described a transaction in 
January, 1929, whereby, he said, 
Public Utilities Investing Co., one 
of Hopson’s personal organizations, 
bought $3,999,999 worth of bonds 
from Associated Gas & Electric at 
97 and sold them b&ck a few days 
later at 100, turning a profit of 
$93,262 on the deal. 

Stix further testified that before 
the bonds were sold back, the war- 
rants were removed. Fulton in- 
troduced a letter purportedly writ- 
ten by Hopson in which he placed 
the value of the warrants at $50 
each, 

Stix said that had the warrants 
been sold at this figure the Hopson 
compary would have made an addi- 
tional profit of $155,400. It was 
brought out, however, that at the 
time the letter was written the

The French at Cambrai, in 1917, at- 
tacked by surprise with a great 
humber of tanks, yet did not win 
a decisive victory. Nor did the 
Germans owe their 1940 victory 
over the French exclusively to 
tanks. 


Decisive for success in war are 
the soldierly qualities of officers 
and men; discipline and order, the 
fighting spirit, the capacity to 
“take it,” readiness to die—in short, 
morale. Superior morale was de- 
cisive in giving the Germans vic- 
tory over the French. 

The horror of the last war liter- 
ally made large groups of people 
everywhere incapable of undergo- 
ing another such struggle. Unfor- 
tunately, the time had not yet come 
when war could be barred from 
uman history, while such hope 


 ¥ makes the citizens incapable even 


of a defensive war. 

The British and French military 
specialists drew the wrong conse- 
quences from their victory of 1918. 
They believed in a war of position. /|a 
Hence the creation of the Maginot 


at Basel, Oct. 17, by Col. Oskar 


line, one of the chief factors in the 
French defeat. For the French 
were encouraged to believe that, 
behind their fortress, they could 
defend themselves without under- 
going terrors of war. When the 
Germans went around the Maginot 
line, and the French army was 
compelled to meet the Germans in 
the open field, with no shelter, the 
French morale cracked. A large 
portion of the French people, of the 
army and of the army leaders were 
no longer morally and spiritually 
capable of fighting any war. 
This year’s blitzkrieg really came 
no faster than the German invasion 
of 1914. But in 1914 the French 
soldier was equal to his task. 
Joffre, Foch and Galieni were al- 
ways thinking of attack even dur- 
ing temporary defeats; they had 
no Maginot line complex. They 
had not overestimated the value of 
technical means and underestimat- 
ed the value of the human element. 
Unlike the French in 1940, the 
new German army preserved the 
old military tradition while modern- 
izing its tools. The conceptions of 
military honor, of duty, of order 
and of discipline were preserved. 
The Germans won, not because they 
had the better war machines, but 
because’ these machines were 
manned by better soldiers.

Moral results are greater than 
material damage. The Dutch army 
surrendered on the fourth day of 
the war, not because it was phys- 
ically exhausted, but because it was 
morally bankrupt. 

Accustomed to “commercial think- 
ing,” worried about the damage to 
their property, shaken in their 
morale by tanks and air bombard- 
ments, the Dutch surrendered with 
a death list of only 2890—less than 
the Swiss army lost from grippe 
in the epidemic of 1918. 

From this, Col. Frey argues that 
Switzerland can resist if it has the 
pluck. “If every Swiss. citizen 
places love of country above love 
of money and property, then we 
need fear nothing.” Everyone who 
denies the value of national re- 
sistance on commercial grounds 
should be branded as a defeatist. 

For even if Switzerland fights 
and loses, by the fact of its fighting 
it will have staked out a claim on 
future independence. National re- 
nunciation now means renuncia- 
tion forever. 


Col. Frey concluded his lecture 
with the sentence: 

“Switzerland must defend itself 
both in order to keep its self-re- 
spect and through a sense of re- 
sponsibility for coming genera- 
tions.” 

Military men in Washington who 
have read the Colonel’s words are 
wondering whether Adolf Hitler 
will care to send his Nazis against 


a people that really prefers phys- 
ical annihilation to surrender.

The order of the burial service, 
printed in blue ink, had with it 
an air raid warning headed in red: 

“Should it be necessary to take 
cover during the service:” 

Then it gave directions by which 
various parts of the congregation 
would be conducted to the safety 
of the Abbey's deeper sanctums.

U. S. Needs Inland 
Plane Plants, Air- 
dromes in Moun- 
tains Facing 
Coasts. 


N each stage of the air war in 

Europe is a vital lesson for us 

which should guide us in shap- 
ing our new national defense and 
in working out the tactics for the 
machinery—when we get it. 

In checking back, we find that 
lightly armed bombers were sup- 
posed to attack and depart Before 
the single-seaters could get at 
them. Heavy losses in daylight 
bombing smashed that plan. Armor. 
plating of pilot, cockpit and gun- 
ner positions was completely neg- 
lected. That drew another payoff, 


and now everyone is loading air-| 


planes with six-inch glass wind- 
shields and heavy steel plating—ac- 
cepting hundreds of pounds now 
where they quarreled about ounces 
months ago. 

Nowhere in the annals of aerial 
warfare are there more. gallant 
stories than of the heroic stand 
of England’s thin line of single- 
seater fighter pilots. It’s those air- 
men who are standing between 
England and ruin. Some years ago 
I heard British airmen protesting 
against the deficiency of England's 
air force, just as American airmen 
are protesting against ours now. 
Those British pilots were betrayed 
and now they are trying to make 
up for shortage of planes and 
trained pilots by their bravery. 

Some _ British fighting plane 
squadrons are rising four to six 
times each day to combat the in- 
coming horde of Germans, and 
each attack is by fresh German 
airmen. Flesh and blood can stand 
so much—and no more. Where is 
the British army? Standing by, 
willing and eager to fight, but 
helpless. Where is the British 
navy? On _ starvation blockade, 
holding control of the sea-lanes 
while German submarines and air 
patrols sink thousands of tons of 
shipping. 

I saw the British laying down 
new aircraft factories in 1938 and 
protested to them and to Ameri- 
cans that concentration of such 
production facilities meant vulner- 
ability to bombardment. I had 
seen the German aircraft industry 


the form of 1700 factories to es- 
cape the bombardment’ conse- 
quences of congestion. I saw Eu- 
rope storing gasoline and oil in 
tanks above ground. I saw new 
warplane hangars above ground 
and protested vigorously that tanks 
and hangars should have been hid- 
den underground. That’s a ter- 
rific lesson the United States 
should apply right now. 

We in America have a perfect 
set-up for accommodating real air- 
power in every sense of the word. 
Mountain ranges are close to our 
ocean coasts. Aircraft hangars 
should be built on the ocean sides 
of those mountains. There’s no 
sense in building the delicate ma- 
chinery of airpower and leaving it 
right out in the open for the first 
enemy bomber to smash, 

If England had understood the 
meaning of the airpower, Britain 
would have set up factories in its 
dominions, far beyond the range 
of German bombers. That’s what 
we American airmen believe our 
Government should do, namely, 
transfer our aircraft and engine 
factories to the middle of the coun- 
try, building airdrome facilities near 
the coast to be used as jump-off 
points, 

We know nothing of bombs and 
the types of bombs most effective 
against certain targets. Why do 
not these defense experts in Wash- 
ington immediately erect a sample 
village or sections of a town com- 
posed of typical structures some- 
where in this country and run some 
real bombing tests? 

War is a business, a grim busi- 
ness, and God help the nation that 
hasn’t done its homework. And it’s 
homework I recommend. There’s 
plenty of open land available. Why 
hasn’t some of it been built into 
a complete and thorough bombing 
range where these answers can be 
found? Out of such bombing tests 
we could gain loads of important in- 
formation concerning what is to be 
expected of air raid wardens, fire 
parties and rescue workers, 

No business corporation would 
dare put a new product on the mar- 
ket without having worked out its 
application to each and every de- 
mand of the market. Likewise, no 
nation should just build airplanes, 
as we are doing now, without hav- 
ing tested and proved each and 
every stage of our aircraft design 
and the tactics for using the ma- 
chinery.

HE name of Neville Chamber- 
T lain is forever associated with 

the word appeasement. Yet this 
word, though it is in every one’s 
mouth, is so seldom defined and is 
suv frequently misunderstood that 
it causes much confusion. Some use 
it to mean a policy of retreat and 
surrender in the face of aggres- 
sion. Others use it, or did until 
the word became discredited, to 
mean a persistent effort to reach 
agreements which would prevent 
war or, failing that, to end war 
before the devastation becomes too 
general.

The result of the presidential 
election will be important to Vene- 
zuela because it either will end or 
extend one of the few periods of 
peaceful development the country 
has had since Columbus found it. 


It is symbolically important to 
South America because of what the 
administration in power represents 
in the continent’s long struggle to- 
ward democr&tic government. 


It is important to the United 
States and to hemisphere defense 
because: 


1. Venezuela, as the  northern- 
most nation on the South Ameri- 
can continent, is the natural “an- 
chor” of the chain of island de- 
fenses the United States, in co- 
operation with her sister republics, 
is throwing across the eastern en- 
trance to the Caribbean Sea, “the 
Mediterranean of the Americas.” 


The most important and most 
used of the sea roads leading from 
the Atlantic into the Caribbean in 
the southeast—the only remaining 
vulnerable spot in Panama Canal 
defenses on the European side, now 
that Puerto Rico is fortified — 


passes between the islands of Ta- 
bago and Trinidad, just off this 
country’s eastern coast. 


On land, Venezuela is the first

Along 
its eastern border, in British Guia- 
na, a potential trouble spot if Eng 
land should lose the battle of Brit- 
ain, is the source of two-thirds of 
United States aluminum, whence 
comes .airplanes, 


3. The Venezuelan military forces 
are too small to fight any major 
power. Because the country is in- 
dustrially undeveloped, it cannot 
itself build a defense machine. The 
direction of its foreign policy, 
therefore, must-depend upon the 
power with whom it is friendly at 
the moment. 


The Contreras administration is 
friendly to the United States, It 
took an active part in the hemi- 
sphere defense planning of the Pan- 
American conference at Havana,

~ PUT UP TO BANKS 


System for City if No Serv- 
ive Chatge Is Made. 


Representatives of the Surplus 
Commodities Corporation, in St. 
Louis to investigate the possibility 
of setting up a food stamp plan 
for the distribution of surplus food 
to needy St. Louis families, said to- 
day they would recommend that 


the plan be established here if 
banks agree to redeem the stamps 
without a service charge. 

Two other minor details are nec- 
essary ‘to complete arrangements. 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann and 
State Social Security Administra- 
tor George I. Haworth must sign 
agreements under which the city 
and the Social Security Commis- 
sion will provide for the adminis- 
tration of the plan. No difficulty 
in obtaining the signatures is an- 
ticipated. , 

The SCC. representatives, who 
were to confer today with officials 
of the St. Louis Clearing House 
Association, hope to obtain the nec- 
essary agreements with the banks 
by tomorrow. R. M. Rowlands, as- 
sistant SCC regional director, said 
if arrangements are completed the 
plan should be in operation here by 
Dec. 15 or Jan. 1. 

John W. Ballew, director of the 
St. Louis Social Security office, 
said the commission would furnish 
a general director for the plan and 
apply for a WPA grant for clerical 
assistance to supplement the $15,000 
appropriated by the city for ad- 
minfstrative expenses. The city 
has agreed to establish and main- 
tain three stamp distribution cen- 
ters. 

Rowlands said Missouri-Illinois 
Food Distributors, Inc., represent- 
ing 2600. grocers and wholesalers 
in the city, had agreed to handle 
the surplus commodities and accept 
the stamps. He asserted also that 
persons on direct relief in St. Louis 
were receiving a minimum of $1 
a week for food, as required by the 
plan. 

Rowlands said the City, the So- 
cial Security Commission, or both, 
must furnish sufficient funds for 
proper administration of the sys- 
tem, with an adequate personnel 
for ascertaining the eligibility of 
persons purchasing the stamps. He 
said the survey would determine 
whether the $15,000 will be suffi- 
cient. 

Rowlands, accompanied by Jos- 
eph V. Ryan, regional information 
director, and Edward H. Gerry, 
program advisor, conferred yester- 
day at City Hall with representa- 
tives of the Social Security Com- 
mission, the food distributing in- 
dustry and banks. He said the 
grocers must agree to handle the 
surplus foods and the banks must 
agree to redeem the stamps with- 
out a service charge. 

He declared about 125,000 per- 
sons in St. Louis who are sup- 
ported by public funds would be 
covered by the plan. Under the 
system, families would receive in 
addition to their relief allotments, 
stamps to the value of 50 cents 
a week for each member of the 
household for the purchase of sur- 
plus commodities at their grocers. 

A representative of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
will be in St. Louis this week to 
obtain contracts with distributing 
dairies for the distribution of sur- 
plus milk to needy families at a 
low cost. It is hoped that the 
price may be five cents a quart, 
and that the program will get 
under way Dec. 1.

They wore spiked 
helmets and learned a modified 
form of goosestep. Gomez even 
turned up his mustaches at the 
ends in imitation of the Kaiser. 

Today, few Venezuelans publicly

On the contrary, the 
people generally ahe  stanch 
partisans of democracy both at home 
and abroad, Among many of them,

"Strong Man” Group. 


But in private, particularly 
among the wealthy who fear they 
will be called upon to pay more 
than they consider their fair share 
of the cost if the social policies of 
Contreras are extended, there are 
many who defend the “strong man” 
dictum under which Gomez ruled. 
Those people point out Gomez 
stabilized Venezuela’s economy and 
ended a long period of civil wars. 
They remind that Simon Bolivar, 
South America’s “George Wash- 
ington,” said only a “strong man” 
could rule Latin America. 

One prospective candidate in the 
presidential campaign has even re- 
ferred to democracy, in a public 
statement, as a “disease” of civil- 
ization. He is Pedro Arcaya, who 
was Gomez’ Minister to the United 
States and one-time Prime Min- 
ister of Venezuela. 

In addition to this “ism” issue, 
campaign talk centers on one oth- 
er question: the economic crisis 
precipitated by the war. 

Oil is one of the richest founts 
of this government’s revenue. When 
oil consumption in Europe fell be- 
cause of curtailment of peacetime 
shipping and loss of markets in 
France and the Low Countries, oil 
production fell in Venezuela. That 
meant less money for the govern- 
ment to spend. So Federal expen- 
ditures had to be cut, for here the 
budget is balanced regularly. There 
is no national debt. 

Critics of the Lopez Contreras 
administration have taken this 
crisis as their big opportunity 
Rightists blame the government 
for wasting money in its sweeping 
programs of education, public 
works, sanitation and social legis- 
lation. Leftists criticise failure to 
enact income and other direct taxes 
to place more of the cost of gov- 


to pay.” 
They Work Under Cover. 


Little of this conflict appears on 
the surface. The two major oppo- 
sition parties, outlawed by the Gov- 
ernment on the grounds that they 
encourage demagoguery and con- 
fusion among a people taking its 
first steps toward democracy, have 
resolved into undercover groups. 

They paint their slogans, in large 
black letters, on walls of buildings 
and high board fences in the dark 
of night. They say little against 
the President himself—he is prob- 
ably the most popular man in 
Venezuela because of his reversal 
of Gomez’ policies—but they direct 
their fire against some of his sub- 
ordinates who, they charge, have 
failed to keep his democratic ideals. 

None of this is very clear to the 
man in the street. After 100 years 
of one-man rule, he is not accus- 
tomed to the idea of open elections. 
But he will have no direct voice in 
choosing the next President any- 
how. It will be by the indirect 
election system in effect here, and 
the percentage of Venezuelans who 
vote even in municipal and state 
elections is low because of a high 
illiteracy rate. Although the coun- 
try is rich, the average Venezuelan 
is poor. His wealth totals about 
$25. He never had a chance to at- 
tend school. , 

Those who voted for municipal 
Councilors and State Legislators 
had no idea who they were helping 
to elect to the presidency. The can- 
didates took no stand on that point. 
They were not expected to under 
Venezuela’s form of federalism, 
which, like the early Government 
of the United States (when state 
Legislatures elected Federal Sena- 
tors) is based upon the theory that 
in a representative government 
leaders are chosen through a long 
process of refinement. . 

Plenty of men would like to be 
President of Venezuela. But none 
is willing to announce hiriself open- 
ly as a candidate. All wait to see 
what President Lopez Contreras 
will do. Heig doing rvuthing now. 
The climax of the election campaign 
is a long way off, and he wants to 
remain as great a political influ- 
ence as possible for the further- 
ance of his social program.

Traditional ~ Sweet Requires 
Slow Baking and Ample 
Time for Ripening. 


Now that another presidential 
election is part of the past we can 
all settle down in the home once 
again with nothing more exhilirat- 
ing in prospect than the creation 
of the Christmas fruit cake. This, 
understatement has a rhetorical 
name, one forgets the exact term 
at the moment, but what we really 
mean is that the preparation of 
holiday cakes, cookies and puddings 
is a high spot in the lives of all 
good cooks. 

In order to have time to reach 


the peak of should. ba baked 


a fruit cake should \ baked at 
least four weeks before is used 
English cooks bake their fruit 


next year, sustaining them with 
drinks of brandy, rum or fruit 
juices, sparingly administered. 
These cakes are rich and mellow 
.jand have a heady aroma. 

Slow baking is recommended for 
all friut cakes. Three to four hours 
in a 325 degrees oven is best since 
it gives the heat a chance to reach 
the very eenter’of the cake. The 
final test of doneness is the broom- 
straw test and if the cake is an un- 
usually large one it is wise to add 
another hour to the baking time. 

Be sure to line the baking tin 
with several thicknesses of waxed 
paper to prevent the forming of a 
hard brown crust. Do not remove 
this paper as this will cause the 
cake to dry. 

Here is a fruit cake recipe, tried 
by many cooks and found excel- 
lent. As a matter of fact we use it 
ourselves and for the benefit of 
those readers who clipped it a few 
seasons ago and misplaced it or 
whose copy has xotten dog-earned 
we are reprinting it: 

Fruit Cake.

One pound brown sugar. 

Ten small eggs. 

One-half cup molasses. 

Four and one-half cups flour. 

One teaspoon soda. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon cloves.

One cup whole blanched almonds. 
One cup broken pecan meats. 
One-half cup sour milk. 
One-half cup fruit 
orandy.

One cup dates. 

One cup candied pineapple.

Two to four machines are in almost 
every place in the county that has 
a liquor license. Each device has 
a hood which can be pulled down 
when the “heat” is on. At such 


times slot machines are pushed into 
back rooms. 


Disappeared but Came Back. 
Zerweck’s announcement. today 


came after a silence of almost a 
year. 


Back in December, 1939, At- 
torney-General John Cassidy of Mi- 
nois paid a surprise visit to St. Clair 
County and, after a conference with 
Zerweck and Circuit Judge Maurice 
V. Joyce, announced the State would 
take over enforcement of anti- 
gambling laws if local authorities 
did not act. 

Slot machines disappeared. But 
after a while they began coming 
back slowly. Two weeks before the 
election they were as thick as flies. 
Zerweck, whenever asked about 
the gambling devices, said he was 
not aware of any or explained he 
was busy with other matters. 

Uusually Left to the Police. 

Usually Zerweck has left to East 
St. Louis and Belleville police the 
enforcement of anti-gambling laws 
in their communities. At present 
in East St. Louis Vic Doyle’s estab- 
lishment in the 300 block of Mis- 
souri avenue is doing a brisk busi- 
ness. The Ringside is equipped for 
dice, roulette and blackjack play- 
ers. Horserace information is also 
available. East St. Louis also has 
12 handbooks and many slot ma- 
chines. 

The Brooklyn Club and Club Roy- 
al, gambling establishments long 
ignored by Zerweck, are now closed.

An offer from the Ringling

John Ringling North, head of 
the circus, who saw the act last 
September, made the offer in a 
letter to George P. Vierheller, di- 
rector of the Zoo. North’s letter, 
which did not specify a price, said 
“it is a shame’ that the opportunity 
to see the act is available only to 
the people of St. Louis.” 

Vierheller said he personally was 
opposed to the arrangement be- 
cause the trip might make the ani- 
mals ill and for other reasons. The 
act includes six chimpanzees, two 
ponies and a dog.

Nations Must Limit Their Sov- 


ereignty to Keep Peace, Lord 
Cranbourne Says. 

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—Lord 
Cranbourne, Britain’s Dominions 
Secretary, said last night that the 
post-war world must be based on 
a peace system having its own po- 
lice force. He spoke to Oxford 
University conservatives. 

“The nations in the organiza- 
tion,” he declared, “must agree to 
some limitation of their  sov- 
ereignty. This is an essential of 
the continuation of peace.” 

The Viscount explained that he 
did not mean an _ international 
force “in generally accepted terms,”’ 
adding: 

“I mean a force contributed by 
the nations who subscribe to the 
principles which inspired the or- 
ganization to which they belong. 
“This police force must have ade- 
quate machinery for removal of the 
causes of war.”

DIAGNOSIS: Yes, indeed! And her action shows that with 
mental effort and planning, we can often accomplish far more 
than with brute force or whipping. It is usually better to coax 
or entice people into good behavior than to physically compel 
them to act as we wish. You well remember the story of the 
sun and wind in their argument as to which could compe] the 
traveler to remove his coat. First the wind blew fiercely until 
the man could hardly walk, but the stronger it whistled around 
him, the more tightly he clasped his coat about himself. But 
the gentle rays of the warm sun soon made him unbutton the 
eoat and finally remove it altogether.

BILLY’S MOTHER could have nagged at him for several 
years more with little effect. By the time he grew girl-conscious 
in high school, she might have found him dressing more properly, 
but during the intervening years she would have encountered 
the same carelessness. She short-circuited about eight years of 
his social experience, therefore, by her clever strategy. Instead 
of punishing him to keep his shirt tail in, she changed the entire 
psychological setup. Her use of lace and embroidery made him 
“want” to keep his shirt tail out of sight, for it otherwise would 
label him as a sissy. Boys look with particular disdain upon 
anything effeminate, and the fear of social ostracism on such 
a basis is a powerful instrument of youthful mob psychology. 
Whenever parents can utilize existing habits and social attitudes 
in the interest of better deportment, they should do so. This is 
like going with the grain in splitting kindling wood. 
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WHEN WE psychologists first hypnotize a patient, we don’t 
have him jump around like a Comanche Indian, for this radical 
physical exercise would rouse him from his induced sleep. In 
fact, in his first few sessions under hypnosis, the patient is not 
always in a very deep trance. When we ask him to do things, 
therefore, we work with gravity, instead of against it. For ex- 
ample, we don’t tell him to lift his arm out straight, and then 
inform him he cannot drop it. Gravity is already pulling it 
down, so our command would be working against gravity. So 
we tell him he cannot “raise”*his arm! Or we let his eyelids 
fall shut, and then tell him he cannot open his eyes, thus co- 
operating with gravity, which is meanwhile helping keep them 
closed. Try to work with human nature when dealing with chil- 
dren. You'll get far better results with much less friction and 
wrangling.

T the end of about the fourth or fifth decade of life, comes 
the sixth of the seven ages of woman.

Of Heroism

T a certain age, the twilight 
between childhood and adoles- 
cence, some children hunger 
for the white light that beats upon 
the hero and in the clutch of that 
longing do things that are dan- 
gerous to themselves and others. 

Because there are always such 
children in any big group one must 
be exceedingly careful about prais- 
ing heroic deeds performed by chil- 
dren. A child has been known to 
set fire to a building to be first 
to give the alarm, first to quench 
the blaze, and first to receive the 
honors showered on the brave. 

Children have been known to 
create dramatic situations in order 
to give themselves a place of prom- 
inence, if not of honor. A cry of 
outrage by a small girl child was 
the cause of an innocent man be- 
ing almost mobbed. A tale of abuse 
by,a guardian who was doing ev- 
erything possible to care for a dif- 
ficult child brought distress to a 
conscientious, kindly man before 
the truth was disclosed. 

It is always necessary to keep 
cool and somewhat aloof in cases 
where children perform heroic 
deeds or tell tall tales of personal 
suffering and danger. Every such 
instance must be investigated im- 
mediately for the protection of the 
child, for the protection of every- 
body concerned, but no announce- 
ment of rewards, no public praise, 
no gold medals until the whole 
truth has been laid bare.

MOST NEWSPAPER editors are 
aware of this situation and are hes- 
itant to print stories about children, 
They are more careful about pub- 
lishing the names of the children 
who get into trouble than they used 
to be, and they scan the tales of 
heroic action with a colder eye 
than formerly. Experience is a 
good teacher. They have learned, 
as all experienced teachers have, 
that to praise loudly some heroic 
deed means a whole series done in 
imitation. If the deed were real 
that does not help the imitation 
ones that follow, especially if fires 
enter into the picture. 

Thank the child who does the 
brave deed, but thank him  pri- 
vately and very calmly. Do not 
exaggerate his service but accept 
it and thank him, and immediate- 
ly begin the investigation. If the 
child actually performed a heroic 
deed, and that fact is clearly af- 
firmed by the circumstances and 
the reliable witnesses, give him full 
honor at a proper and fitting time. 

If a medal is awarded a child 
for a heroic deed allow plenty of 
time for the details of the inci- 
dent to become evident. Let time 
season the deed. If after the lapse 
of a year it still shines like a can- 
dle in a naughty world, reward it 
openly, generously and with 
the ceremony its worth demands. 

We would not allow a gallant 
deed to pass unnoted but we must 
be more than careful about stim- 
ulating imitations of heroci deeds, 
and especially careful about re- 
warding those that are not authen- 
tic.

NEVER had it so good any- 
| sey as I have here,” said 
Opal, who came to Miriam 
Convalescent Home some months 
ago weighing 99 pounds ard who 
now weighs 115. She is a teen-age 
girl, one of a large family left moth- 
erless in the care of a well meaning 
but strict, old-fashioned father, 
who would rather see his daughters 
go without necessities of life than 
go out to work. 

Opal was pronounced by physi- 
cians a “complete thyroid case.” 
She needed medical treatment. Al- 
so she needed occupational inter- 
ests to restore shattered nerves, 
emotional and physical balance. 
She couldn’t stand upright and 
muscular control seemed complete- 
ly lacking. Now she is a leader in 
all the games (recreational ther- 
apy) and all the work projects (oc- 
cupational therapy) at the home. 

A social worker is seeking to 
persuade her father that when she 
returns home, she be allowed sta- 
bilizing, purposeful routines of oc- 
cupation that will keep her from 
becoming all jangled and at loose 
ends again. 

It’s a charming place in which 
Opal and some 40 to 50 assorted 
associates, men and women, old 
and young, are spending periods 
of convalescence from illness, op- 
erations, nervous and mental dis- 
orders. At 501 Bacon street in 
Webster Groves, not far from the 
business district, but really on an 
out-of-the-way lane, the low flung, 
bungalow-like, verandahed build- 
ings of this institution are scat- 
tered over 16 acres of woodland. 
It seems a misnomer to call it an 
institution, so cheerful, bright and 
gay, yet rural and restful, so un- 
uniform are the interiors of the 
buildings, so wun-regimented the 
routine, so far removed are its 
aspects from a hospital. 

The Miriam Convalescent Home 
is one of the purposes to which 
your contribution to United Chari-- 
ties is devoted. You may not have 
heard much about it because it is 
a small institution, kept so pur- 
posely, limited in its enrollment to 
those who give promise of becom- 
ing assets to the community and 
those who need individualistic 
treatment to adjust them to a re- 
turn to health. Yet Miriam Home 
deserves to be known because it 
is the one free convalescent home 
in the entire St. Louis area, do- 
ing with its 50 beds a job for a 
community that, according to medi- 

.cal authority, should have 1200 such 
beds.

TS theme is long-range human 
| rebuitding. “Convalescence,” says 

Dr. Isidor Loeb, who since his 
retirement has accepted as a vol- 
unteer service the chairmanship 
of the board of Miriam Home, “is 
the forgotten field of medicine.” 

Young Dr. Herbert V. Goldwas- 
ser, medical director of the home, 
believes that too, to the extent 
that besides his private practice 
he is making this volunteer experi- 
ment in the field of convalescence. 

“The popular attitude toward 
convalescence,” said he, “is ‘good 
food and fresh air.’ This is a 
world apart from what we are 
trying to do at Miriam. To be 
sure, for the most part we serve 
those who must be built up to 
face or recover from some physi- 
cal crisis, those, such as cardiac 
cases, who merely need rest, and 
who haven’t the proper environ- 
ment at home. But our program 
is two-fold. It is social as well as 
medical. The staff includes two 
social workers as well as four reg- 
istered nurses. Many are the cases 
of chronic invalidism, imaginary 
ills, habitual clinic patrons, we 
have been able to take off the re- 
lief rolis, rehabilitate, direct or 
train and, through the & other 
agencies of United Charities, re- 
establish to become self-supporting, 
instead of a charge on the com-

munity. It is a very satisfying 
work, being able to watch a pa- 
tient, after he is discharged from 
medical care, on until he is com- 
plyetely reinstated in society.” 

Dr. Goldwasser pointed to a man 
once afflicted with every sort of 
imaginary ailment, for none of 
which doctors could find physical 
proof. He couldn’t bend over, 
claimed he couldn’t use his right 
hand and spent a great deal of 
time weeping over his condition.
